Gold- 
w ater of Arizona, chairm an of the 
GOP Senatorial Cam paign Com-, 
m ittee. 
“ Shock ing and rev olting to the 
entire nation,” declared Sen. Ben­ 
der of Ohio. 
H agerty’s Statem ent 
E arlier White House press sec-i 
re ta ry Jam es C. H agerty said ofj 
the Neely blast: “ I don’t think 
anybody in the United States be­ 
liev es it.” 
G oldw ater and Bender both were 
stung especially by N eely’s men­ 
tion of the President’s churchgoing 
With these rem ark s: 
“ Eisenhow’er 
nev er 
joined

church until after he becam e pres­ 
ident. . . . (Now) it has reached 
the point that one of the great 
papers of the country ev ery Mon­ 
day m orning carries a story about 
Eisenhow er’s attendance at church 
the day before. . . .

If 
tha t’s an unreasonable and unfair 
statem ent, then m ak e the most of 
it."

One reporter cov ering the speech 
quoted a UAW official as telling 
him afterw-ard: 
“ I had a funny feeling in my 
stom ach when Neely began talk ing 
about Eisenhow er’s church habits. 
The m an spent almost all of his 
adult life in the U.S. Arm y. How' 
could he be criticized for not be­ 
longing to church?” 
Neely said the P resident “just 
doesn’t k now' what it's all about. 
He is ju st lik e Alice in Wonder­ 
land.” 
The country needs a president 
“ who won’t spend m ore than half 
his tim e playing golf and fishing.”

Conferences On Disarmament Today Are Just Talk 


H 


WTienever any administration in Washington takes a 
position on any subject, there is alw’ays a claq ue of dis­ 
tinguished names that is used for supporting applause. 
The sam e names often ap p eared in the Roosevelt and 
Truman, administrations as now ap p ear in the Eisenhower 
administration. 
For m any of these men, it is always 
“ God’s in His heaven: 
AU’s right with the world." 
Unfortunately for their reputations, all has not gone 
well, certainly with the universal desire for a restored 
and p erm anent peace. 
The war, which commenced in 
1914, has managed in one form or another to continue to 
this day. 
The pessimists who q uestioned the virtue of 
secret diplomacy and deals without principle have been 
justified by the course of events. 
And so, one comes across comments concerning the 
Yalta agreements which are not born out by the publica­ 
tion of the Yalta documents. For instance, Harry Truman, 
then vice president of the United States, said of them: 


“ We’re g o ing to lo o k fo rwa rd to the mo st g lo rio us 
perio d In the histo ry o f the wo rld.” 
Surely , the perio d between 19 45 a nd 19 55 ha s no t 
been the mo st g lo rio us in the histo ry o f the wo rld 
fro m the sta ndpo int o f a chiev ement o f a ny kind. 


Ja m es Byrnes, who was present at Yalta, said: 
“ Every person should be proud of the role played by 
the President, especially in the discussion of economic and 
political oroblems. . . . I was tremendously impressed 
by the comradeship and genuine affection showed by the 
three leaders.” 
Elliott Roosevelt, in his book, “ As He Saw It,” gives 
Vs this: 
“ H arry Hopkins is m y witness for the statement that 
the unity of Churchill, Stalin, and Roosevelt was a firmer 
and more tangible thing at Yalta than at Teheran. And 
it was evident that father’s role, even more than at 
earlier conferences, was that of leader. 
It is not by 
chance that he sat in the middle, when the pictures were 
taken. He dominated V^inston Churchill more completely 
than before; Joseph Stalin was likewise p rep ared to heed 
father’s counsel, to accep t father’s solutions.” 


The ev idence in the do cuments sho ws tha t Sta lin 
wa s a ma ster o f the situa tio n a nd tha t the o nly o ne 
o f the three who ra ised his v o ice in fa v o r o f the 
mo ra lity o f Western civ ilisa tio n wa s W’insto n Churchill 
in his rema rka ble defense o f free electio ns. 


Admiral William D. Leahy seems to have been one 
©f the very few men in public life, p articularly among 
those who were close to President Roosevelt, who suf­ 
fered misgivings. He said; 
. . The proposed peace seemed to me a frightening 
sowing of dragon’s teeth that carried germs of an appal­ 
ling w ar revenge at some time in the distant future. There 
was another compelling factor that kept me from sharing 
in the feeling of great hope, almost exultation that p re­ 
vailed in our American delegation as we left Yalta: 
as 
to the practicability of maintaining world peace through 
the United Nations. The essential agreement to destroy 
Germ an militarism accepted at the conference would 
m ake Russia the dominant power in Europe." 
W’e now know from the contents of the documents that 
W^inston Churchill could not at Yalta have believed what 
. he said at the time: 
f 
"The impression that I brought back from the Crimea 
and from all my other contacts is that Marshal Stalin 
and the other Soviet leaders wish to live in honorable 
friendship and democracy with the Western democra­ 
cies . .

been diplo ma cy ra Uier tha n 
sta tesma nship spea king , fo r if a ny ma n suffered fro m 
a squeene pla y , it wa s Winsto n Churchill a t Ya lta who 
fo und himself between Ro o sev elt a nd Sta lin. He wa s 
a lmo st a n unwa nted middlema n. 
In fa ct, Ro o sev elt 
o cca sio na lly indica ted to Sta lin tha t the BriUsh were 
a peculia r peo ple who liked to ha v e their ca ke a nd 
ea t it to o , thus g iv ing Sta lin a bro a d hint tha t he a nd 
Churchill were no t a unit.

The disturbance is prone to ap­ 
p ear in a variety of gastrointestinal 
disorders such as acute stomatitis, 
p ancreatitis, and intestinal obstruc­ 
tion as well as in strangulated 
hernia and severe kidney, liver, 
and brain disease. 
Direct irrita­ 
tion of the diaphragm as a result 
of pleurisy or abcess formation 
m ay lead to troublesome hicpups. 
A toxic condition, such as uremia, 
does the same. 
Persistent hiccups 
are serious 
bec.'iuse they exhaust the p atient’s 


strength. 
When they develop dur­ 
ing the course of a serious illnes.s 
the existing condition is aggravat­ 
ed and severe di'prossion may en­ 
sue.

.solution to the problem of keeping 
soldier.s busy. In our army the 
num ber of man hours daily devot­ 
ed to cornpo.sing orders or other 
documents, and typing or mimeo­ 
graphing nr printing them, and 
.signing arjd stamping and distri­ 
buting and processing and filing 
them, and even reading them, is 
absolutely astronomieal. There are 
tho.se who swear that in the last 
war the system would have .stop­ 
ped the American arm y dead m 
its tracks, before a shot was fired,

•Tactical Vs. Strategic 
Weapons Of Warfare 


This country is on record as reserving the right 
to use atomic weapons as simply another category of 
weapons in its arsenal. 
Sly Soviet efforts to get 
America and the Western alliance to renounce all 
use of nuclear weapons have met with sensible 
refusal in the absence of any certainty that Russia 
would carry out her side of the bargain. After all, 
a deadly weapon is a deadly weapon, whether it is 
a rifle killing one man at a time or a hydrogen bomb 
killing multitudes. 


Of late, however, some distinctions have been 
made between the atomic kinds. The other day Sec* 
retary of State Dulles made sure the Chinese Reds 
learned about the “tactical” nuclear missiles capable 
of pinpointing targets without spreading destruction 
far beyond. President Eisenhower’s comment is that 
such weapons will be used in any major conflict the 
U. S. may be involved in. 


Barring wars of the Korean magnitude, for 
example, these weapons— ballistic, guided, or what­ 
ever types— are rapidly losing their extraordinary 
character. When placed alongside such things as the 
megabombs (equivalent to millions of tons of (TNT) 
they are picayunish. They will naturally take their 
place 
beside 
the 
non-atomic 
weapons. 
Gunnery 
schools are doubtless training men in the use of the 
atomic cannon as something which is just a far more 
powerful 
cannon 
than, 
say, 
a 
battleships 
main 
armament. 


It’s one thing, of course, to talk about these 
tactical weapons for use at fairly close quarter with 
the enemy, and ifs something else to talk about the 
long-range strategic weapons of devastation. But there 
again the tactical device is defense standby—able to 
go aloft and intercept an intercontinental guided 
missile of the future and destroy it far at sea.

The Claque 


Whenever any adm inistration in Washington takes a 
position on any subject, there is always a claque of dis- 
tinguished nam es that is used for supporting applause. 
The same nam es often appeared in the Roosevelt and 
Trum an adm inistrations as now appear in the Eisenhower 
adm inistration. 
For many of these men. it is alw ays 
“ God s in His heaven: All s right with the world." 
Unfortunately for their reputations, all has not gone 
well, certainly with the universal desire for a restored 
and perm anent peace. 
The war, which commenced in 
1914, has m anaged in one form or another to continue to 
this day. 
The pessimists who questioned the virtue of 
secret diplom acy and deals without principle have been 
justified by the course of events. 
And so, one comes across comments concerning the 
Yalta agreem ents which are not born out by the publica­ 
tion of the Y alta documents. For instance, Harry T rum an, 
then vice president of the United States, said of them : 


“We’re going to look forward to the most glorious 
period In the history of the world." 
Surely, the period between 1945 and 1955 has not 
been the most glorious in the history of the world 
from the standpoint of achievement of any kind. 


Jam es Byrnes, who was present at Yalta, said: 
“ Every parson should be proud of the role played by 
the President, especially in the discussion of economic and 
political problem s. . . . I was tremendously im pressed 
by the com radeship and genuine affection showed by the 
three leaders.’* 
Elliott Roosevelt, in his book, “ As He Saw It,’* gives 
vs this: 
“ Harry Hopkins is my witness for the statem ent that 
the unity of Churchill. Stalin, and Roosevelt was a firm er 
and more tangible thing at Yalta than at Teheran. And 
it was evident that father's role, even more than at 
earlier conferences, was that of leader. 
It is not by 
chance that he sat in the middle, when the pictures w ere 
taken. He dom inated Winston Churchill more com pletely 
than before; Joseph Stalin was likewise prepared to heed 
father's counsel, to accept father's solutions.’’ 


The evidence in the documents show* that Stalin 
was a master of the situation and that the only one 
of the three who raised his voice in favor of the 
morality of Western civilization was Winston Churchill 
in his remarkable defenae of free elections. 


Admiral William D. Leahy seem s to have been one 
cf the very few men in public life, particularly am ong 
those who w ere close to President Roosevelt, who suf­ 
fered misgivings. 
He said: 
“ . . . The proposed peace seemed to me a frightening 
sowing of dragon's teeth that carried germs of an appal­ 
ling war revenge at some tim e in the distant future. T here 
was another compelling factor that kept me from sharing 
in the feeling of great hope, alm ost exultation that p re­ 
vailed in our American delegation as we left Y alta: 
as 
to the practicability of m aintaining world peace through 
the United Nations. The essential agreement to destroy 
Germ an m ilitarism accepted at the conference would 
m ake Russia the dominant power in Europe." 
We now know from the contents of the documents that 
Winston Churchill could not at Yalta have believed w hat 
^ 
he said at the tim e: 
9 
‘,The im pression that I brought back from the C rim ea 
and from all my other contacts is that Marshal Stalin 
and the other Soviet leaders wish to live in honorable 
friendship and democracy with the Western dem ocra­ 
cies . . .” 


This 
must 
have been 
diplomacy rather 
than 
statesmanship speaking, for if any man suffered from 
a squeeze play. It was Winston Churchill at Yalta who 
found himself between Roosevelt and Stalin. He was 
almost an unwanted middleman. 
In fart, Roosevelt 
occasionally indicated to Stalin that the British were 
a peculiar people who liked to have their cake and 
eat it too. thus giving Stalin a broad hint that he and 
Churchill were not a unit.

WASHINGTON - “ D i s a r m s , 
m ent" is a m agic word. It is sup­

“ peace.” It m akes headlines right 
along w hether it is based on a pro­ 
mise out of Moscow to explore the 
subject or w hether it ensues from 
the appointm ent of a “ minister for 
disarm am ent” as Harold Stassen 
has been called. 
But the word “ disarm am ent” is 
a m isnom er. No government really 
intends to agree to discard all its 
weapons. W hat is being suggested 
for discussion is a “ reduction" of 
arm am ent with an agreem ent to 
prohibit the use of atomic or hydro­ 
gen bom bs. 
Actually 
the 
entire “disarm a­ 
m ent” project today is a gimmick 
—respected alike by skillful strate­ 
gists on both sides of the “ cold 
w ar.” It is used to give the im pres­ 
sion that each sponsor of “dis­ 
arm am ent” is anxious to avoid w ar 
and insure peace. 


Enveloped In Illusion 


But

Persistent hiccups are serious

When they develop dur­ 
ing the course of a serious illness 
the existing condition is aggravat­ 
ed and severe depression may en­ 
sue.

Keeping An Army Busy

WASHINGTON 
The 
adm inistration 
is now 
at 
long last 
asking itself seriously 
w hether it is really such a bril­ 
liant 
idea 
to 
reduce 
Am erican 
ground strength by 30 per cent, to 
a million men. But there is also 
another question which ought to Iw* 
asked—why do we get less than 20 
divisions out of a million men, 
when the Russians get m ore than 
45” 
During the last war, this r e f i n ­ 
er developed a theory which has a 
bearing on this question, and which 
may be worth repea'ing, for what 
it is worth. The theory is that the 
greatest problem for any arm y, 
aside from fighting, is what to do 
with trained tr<*o|»s when they are 
not fighting, which is most of the 
time. 
The whole character of an 
arm y is determ ined by the way 
this problem is solved. 
Take the British arm y, in which 
this rep o rter served during 
the 
course of an unheroic but peculiar 
m ilitary 
career. 
Anyone 
who 
knows the British army will recall 
the following familiar exchange: 
An End In Itself 
C aptain: “ I say. .Sergeant M ajor, 
what on earth will we do with the 
troops to d ay ?” 
S ergeant Major: “ How about a 
spot of square-bashin.’ sir?” 
C aptain: “ I say, splendid idea. 
Lay it on. Sergeant M ajor.” 
Spuare-bashin,’ or drill, is the 
British a rm y ’s way of solving the 
problem. British drill has no re­ 
lation a t all to war. It is an end in 
itself, a kind of military ballet, 
beautiful to watch when well done, 
infinitely time-consuming. 
When an American soldier re­ 
ceives the order, “ about tu rn ” he 
turns around in the way the hu­ 
man body was designed to turn. 
Not so the British soldier. He m ust 
execute six separate and difficult 
m ovem ents of his feet, plus added 
m ovem ents of his arm s, and he 
must be able to do so at various 
speeds, with varying degrees of 
stomping 
M oreover, just to be sure that 
the absolute maximum of tim e is 
wasted on drill, the British have 
devised orders fiendishly calculat­ 
ed to en tra p the unwary ‘this re­ 
porter w as caught every tim e). 
For exam ple: “ Platoon will AD­ 
VANCE in columns of three. To the 
REAR, 
m arch.” Or: 
“ Company 
will m ove to the RIGHT in col­ 
umns of three. LEFT turn.” 
No Positive Harm 
With the help of this sort of 
booby trap , an experienced British 
drill m a ste r can take up an entire 
afternoon sim ply displaying his vo­ 
cabulary. And thus the problem of 


what to do with the troops is solv­ 
ed 
The solution has no mot® 
m ilitary value th rn the ballet, but 
it does no positive harm . 
F’or reasons hidden in the mists 
of time and the m ysteries of na­ 
tional tem peram ent, the American 
arm y has found an entirely differ­ 
ent solution to the sam e problem. 
The American arm y’s solution is 
the typewriter. 
When this reporter, at the front 
in Italy, was given a chance to 
transfer to the American arm y, 
his British colonel gave him the 
custom ary 
“ chitty'’—a 
handwrit­ 
ten note, torn out of the colonel's 
notebook, authorizing the bearer to 
“ go to Algiers to join the American 
arm y " When the American arm y 
asked for “ orders,” the chitty was 
produced. It was regarded as a 
sort of horrible joke throughout 
the American arm y, and this re­ 
porter was “out of channels” from 
the very start. 
In the American arm y an order 
is not an order until it has been 
typed 
in 
innumerable 
faultless 
copies, validated nt headquarters, 
perhaps even in Washington, sign­ 
ed, s ta m p s , processed, and heav­ 
en knows what else. 
Any Ameri­ 
can soldier as the hearings in th® 
case of the celebrated Major Pe­ 
res* served to recall — proceeds 
through the arm y in a vast suffo­ 
cating sea of documents. 
Saved By VOTO 
This is unquestionably a brilliant 
solution to the problem of keeping 
soldiers busy. In our arm y the 
number of man hours daily devot­ 
ed to composing orders or other 
documents, and typing or mimeo­ 
graphing or printing them, and 
signing aqd stamping and distri­ 
buting and processing and filing 
them, and even reading them, is 
absolutely astronom ical. There ar® 
those who swear that in the last 
war the system would have stop­ 
ped the American arm y dead in 
its tracks, before a shot was fired, 
if the brilliant device of VOCO— 
“ Verbal Orders of the Command­ 
ing Officer”— had not been invent­ 
ed in the nick of time. 
It is hard to see how any sensibl® 
man can disagree with Gen. Mat­ 
thew Ridgway, Army chief of staff, 
when he argues that this is no 
time 
to 
be 
cutting 
American 
ground strength. Even so. mayb® 
Gen. Ridgway ought to try a revo­ 
lutionary experim ent— an absolute 
ban on typewriters, at least below 
the division level. After all, w ars 
have been fought and won with 
absolutely no typewriters at all— 
and by American arm ies.
